CHICAGO, June 14.—Mary Mest- 
dagh of Homer, Mich., has suffered 
so many bone fractures in the 11 
years of her life she has almost lost 
count of them. And she has never 
been in a serious accident. 

Only her right arm ts broken now 
and that came from a slight strain 
that did not involve even a fall. 

Dr. Frederick Harvey who is 
Studying her case at the north Chi- 
cago hospital, said x-ray pictures re- 
vealed that virtually every long “one 
in her body has been broken once 
or more for a total of between 35 
and 40 fractures. 

“Her case is unusual,” he said. 
“Examination reveals the bone 
Structure Is so extraordinarily thin 
and brittle that any slight stress re- 
sults in fracture. This obviously 
improper calcification appears to be 
occasioned through malnutrition of 
the membrane that nourishes the 
bone.”

The west has thus far suffered more than the older prov- 
inces from the effects of falling prices for farm products, 
and had a larger unemployment problem to deal with, 
population considered.

But 
there is ground to hope that as they become apparent in 
the eastern provinces also, there will be a wider interest 
in possible remedies and in policies to tide over the diffi- 
cult times. 

So long as the west was chiefly afflicted, eastern papers 
could preserve a detached view-point, and refer with fine 
aloofness to the “wild” ideas of western men than some- 
thing to ease the strain might be done by monetizing silver 
er going off the gold basis.

QUESTION: Miss Eleen R. writes: “I am 
troubled with hair on my face, but cannot afford 
an electric needle, as you advise. I pull the hairs 
out, but they keep coming back. Also, I am 
only 18 and very much ashamed of my appeare 
ance.

ANSWER: The electric needle method is the 
only satisfactory one I know of for completely 
destroying the hair root, but there are many 
preparations on the market which you can use 
to discourage the hair growth. The rosin and 
wax preparyations are put on the face while the 
preparation is hot, then jerked off after it has 
cooled, carying the hairs away with the harden- 
ed wax. Sometimes some of the hair roots 
come completely out, in which case those par- 
ticular hairs will not return, By keeping up 
this treatment regularly there is a tendency also 
to discourage the growth of the other hair.

PENALIZING BRITAIN 

Winnipeg Free Press:—It is not to be forgotten 
that Canada was the first country in the world to 
penalize British exports. Quite recently another 
nation did so—France. The French Government 
put a surtax of 15 per cent on British imports, to 
correct the depreciation of the pound. Mr. Runci- 
man, President of the British Board of Trade, on 
behalf of the British Government, promptly pro- 
tested. Mr. Rollin, French Minister of Customs, 
pointed out in reply: 

“France is not the first to take this step, for one 
of the leading British Dominions, Canada, has taken 
similar action, by fixing her import duties on the 
basis of gold prices, which amounts to a surtax to 
compensate for the fall in the currency.”

List among the most hopeless of tasks, the efforts 
of our modern puritans to make people moral, accord- 
ing to their own conception, By Act of Parliament. 

The cynics in London are laughing over the pub- 
licity given to a certain magistrate. In the early part 
of the week the magistrate had fined a man for selling 
a ticket on the Irish sweep for the Derby. At the end 
of the same week he was receiving the congraulations 
of his friends on his good luck in drawing a horse in 
the same sweep. 

Perhaps it would not be fair to condemn the 
magistrate as a hypocrite. He was there to enforce 
the law against selling sweepstake tickets. There is no 
law against buying one. Rather we must commend 
him for his part in showing up the absurdity of the 
law.

Our own law against sweepstakes is a mockery 
while gambling by pari-mutuels at the race track is 
legalized. It is then, in theory, a contest of skill. Some 
city clerk who only knows the difference between a 
cart horse and a race horse because one has whiskers 
on its feet, is supposed to take a glance at the horses 
as they file past and exercise his judgment on horse- 
flesh. The laws of chance can scarcely be more haz- 
ardous than that. 

England is said to have sent $15,000,000 to Ireland 
on the Derby sweep. Vancouver is said to send not 
less than $750,000 on each Irish sweep. ; 

Russia, Spain, Turkey, Italy, Cuba and Argentina 
are among the nations whose governments hold peri- 
odie lotteries for the purpose of balancing their bud- 
gets. Germany is considering doing so. 

France has a lottery system under the guise of sell- 
ing national bonds. Buyers of bonds issued by the 
Credit Foncier, a semi-official mortgage bank, and by 
the city of Paris, stand a chance of winning prizes as 
high as a million francs. 

Almost every city and state in Italy holds lotteries. 
Sweden has a state lottery, the surplus from which 
goes to the support of music, art, the drama, hospitals, 
museums and the Red Cross. 

Spain has a Christmas lottery, in which the first of 
10,000 prizes is 15,000,000 pesetas (about $1,185,000 at 
current exchange). 

In Turkey, the National Aviation League conducts 
a lottery, supervised by the government, the profits of 
which are used to supply the army with airplanes. 

If we in Canada, could only get rid of the cant 
which assumes that a sweepstake is clothed with more 
original sin than racetrack gambling or stock exchange 
gambling, our hospitals, mothers’ pensions and uneme 
ployed relief funds would benefit by the millions now 
sent to Ireland and Calcutta. And what a lot of Uncle 
Sam's money we could get. : 


Mention of Uncle Sam and his money Suggests the 
observation that Uncle does ont yet know what has 
bit him. Hoover's campaign committee (he and they 
probably know better themselves) has got out a cam- 
paign programme in which one of the planks is the 
retention of the gold standard. Another is the en- 
forcement of war debts. Both are obviously produced 
as slogans for the great American boobocracy. 

It is scarcely more than a year ago that an Amer- 
ican newspaper writer came out with a glowing de- 
scription of his visit to the treasury vaults at Washe 
ington. He told with ecstacy of the sight of millions 
and billions of gold. “Not the Symbol of wealth but 
wealth itself,’ he told his millions of readers. He 
wouldn't have to stay more than a week shelterless on 
an uninhabited island off the coast with a few billions 
of gold, before learning whether it was the symbol of 
wealth or wealth itself. 


Mythology has much wisdom embalmed in its tales. 
The story of Midas, king of Lydia, who worshipped 
gold, and for whose punishment everything he touched 
turned into gold, has a modern application. 

Because Uncle Sam had over two-thirds of all the 
gold coinage of the world in his vaults, and demands 
payment of all his war debts in more gold, his foreign 

rade fell off, as surely as any wholesale firm would 
commit hari-kari if it demanded payment in gold from 
all its customers. That is one reason why the man 
who bought one each of the fourteen leading industrial 
stocks on the New York exchange in July 1929, at a 
cost of $2530.75, had he sold them last week on the 
same exchange would have received for them $165.50, 
less brokerage. The way wheat went on the toboggan 
is not to be compared with the swift and utter descent 
of leading New York industrial stocks. 


From now till the presidential election is over, the 
Republican orators will be telling the people how much 
gold Uncle has in his treasury, and how much more 
is to come (nearly ten times more gold than is left in 
the world) end how Uncle has got the world by the tail 
and won't let go. 

In the meantime, the Midland Bank, one of Britain’s 
“big five”, in its current review of the industrial and 
financial situation, points out that as a result of reject- 
ing the gold standard, and the consequent cheap money, 
Britain is being enabled to rapidly regain her dominant 
position in the industrial world. 

It says in a neat sentence “The condition of public 
mentality here is better than in the United States, far 
better than on the European continent, probably better 
than in any other part of the world”. 

The crowning note of irony, is a four page “cut” in 
a recent Issue of the Denver Post, showing unemployed 
men at work panning gold on a creek, two blocks away 
from the City Hall. They are working to obtain more 
of the very thing that Uncle Sam has more of than he 
can effectively use 


Even the rich bankers who gain by a money short- 
age and by deflated prices, do not seem to be able to 
reap the harvest, so busy aré they in watching a situa- 
tion fraught with panic, and extending their grasp on 
things. Among the great private yachts, the earmarks 
of large wealth (J. P. Morgan's Corsair is said to call 
for a half a million dollars operating costs annually) 
which will not be put into commission this season are 
Corsair (J. P. Morgan); Alder (Wm. Boyce Thompson); 
Hi-Esmaro (Hiram E, Manville); Aras (Hugh J. Chis- 
holm); Cyprus (Daniel C. Jackson); Warrior (Harrison 
Williams); Vagabondia (W. L. Mellon); Coronet (Irving 
Bush); Guinevere (Edgar Palmer) and Siala (A. M. 
Andrews). ° 

Canada, which suffers in sympathy with United 
States, has good reason to wish the presidential elec 
tion over. In the meantime, there never was a better 
setting for a successful Empire Economic Conference 
than for that which will open at Ottawa next month. 

While Uncle Sam is propaganding, for election pur- 
poses, the merits of the gold standard and the enforce- 
ment of war debts, he may see still more markets go 
from him by the cheapness of the paper pound and 
internaitonal resentment caused by demanding pay« 
ment of war debts in gold.
